The idea of the Century 
Foundation grew out of the 
plight surrounding Council- 


man Jerry Hammond last 
March when it was learned that 
certain forces inthe city hoped 
to unseat Hammond on the 
council because he committed 
a felony when he wasa juvenile 
in Indiana..When the situation 
developed, blacks found them- 
selves in the midst of a crisis. 
Curtis A. Brooks, Executive 
Director of CMAGAO, and-one 
of the initiators of the Century 
Foundation said, “Here in 
Columbus like so many urban 
areas there is no source of 
organized money in the black 
community other than the 


some 200 churches.” 
“Consequently,” he noted, 

‘our institutions are very 
demaninne on local grants, 
donations, etc. like the politi- 
cian is.” 

“While the Century Founda- 
tion cannot be all things to all 
people, it can be a source of 
black controlled funds that, if 
used wisely-and invested 
wisely,canleverage monies 
from other public and private 
sources,” Brooks added.

Police Chief Ear! Burden is 
expected to resign from the job 
sometime this year. Reports 
have said:that the leading con- 
tenders for the job are Deputy 
Chiefs Carman N. Spiert, 
Dwight D. Joseph and James 
L. Rutter, all white. 

A fourth deputy chief on the 
force, James Jackson, is black 
and has outscored two of the 
three deputy chiefs-on all pre- 
vious civil service exams for 
promotions in direct com-

A review of Civil Service 
exam records show that Jack- 
son, Joseph and Butter have 
competed three times with 
each other for promotions. In 
1967 they first competed for 
the rank of sergeant. Jackson 
was first; Joseph was 11; and 
Rutter was 13th of the 178 
officers who passed. the. Civil 
Service test. The Civil Service 
test score that Jackson 
received was the highest of 
anyone taking the test for cap- 
tain, lieutenant, or sergeant 
that-year- Joseph and Rutter 


were promoted 15 months later 

when 18 new sergeant's posi- 

tions were Createu | 
Jackson did not compete 


with Joseph or Rutter for lieut- ~ 


enant. They were both pro- 
moted to lieutenant when nine 
new lieutenant's positions 
were created.

Should City Reinstate 3 Former | 
Officers Despite ‘LackOf Funds?’

Are CETA employees. 


entitled to Civil service rights 
under the rule as alt other civil 
servants? sit legal to termi- 
nate senior CETA employees 
and leave junior ones because 
of “lack of funds?” 

Franklin County Court of 
Apeals is expected a-review 
these questions and many 
more before handing out a 
decision in afew weeks—on 
whether three former-CETA 
employees can be reinstated to 
their jobs with black pay. 

The three employees, Frank 
C. Cleveland, Anthony W. 
Arnold and Thomas Maloney 
were laid off from their jobs 
April 30 and Sept. 15, 1981, 
because of what the-city called 
“lack of funds.” 

On Feb. 17, 1982, the Civil 
Service Commission ordered 
that the three employees be 
reinstated to-their jobs by 
March 1, or no later than thirty 
days from. the date of that 
decision. 

The city failed to comply 
with that order, arguing that, 
thafdecision was not in accor- 
dance with law: and that it was 
not supported by “reliable, 
probative and substantial 
evidence.” 

Attorney for the plaintiffs, H: 
Lee Thompson, had appealed 
the termination of the three 
employees to the Civil Service 
Commission, which on Dec.

During the course of events, pressures beyond your-con- 
trol may warrant checking into a center to “rap” about 
what's got you uptight. In professional lingo, this could 
mean visiting the neighborhood mental health center to 
duscuss being off center psychologically. 

What are the odds your pains will be eased if you are such 
a person and live in the Driving Park Area?*Your chances of 
picking next year’s winner in.the Super Bowl are better, 
according to Khari Enaharo; chairman of the Driving Park 
Area Commission. 

At a press conference last week, Enaharo released a 
study done on the response by mental health agencies to 
the needs of blacks in Driving Park. The findings released 
by Enaharo were enough to-shock some of us into mental 
fatigue. 

Enaharo said the mental health system, run by Harold 
Bussell as the Franklin County 648 Board, doesn't take into 
consideration what mental problems blacks may have. He 
Said the system is so out of step with blacks that. blacks 
‘don't even know where nearest center in the area is located. 

Believe it or not, the system operates in part through the 
federal funds it receives. The Supreme Court has ruled time 
and.time again that agencies receiving federal funds can- 
Trot discriminate in their services. 

But Enaharo Says the system’ has taken a position like 
“So what?" Well, we wonder if Bussell and the 648.Board 
would respond any differently if suddenly a mental outrage 
griped the community and the mental health center and 
everything else there suddently were consumed trying to 
get-the mentaly outraged back to a rational level? 

: Of course a better alternative is for the 648 Board to 
tmplement some of the recommendations resulting from 
the study. Mental Iliness is no joke; many blacks suffer from 
it. Taking state and federal money to address the mental 
health needs of one group Over another is a shame, as well 
4s illegal.

“The Black Eagles,” a four- 
part Black History Month trib- 
ute to America’s only black air 
force, will have its premiere 
telecast on WOSU-TV34 at 
noon Sunday, Feb. 6 on “Tony 
Brown's Journal.” 

Part 1 of the series, "Clipped 
Wings," deals with the dra- 
matic story of the black men 


-and women -who-were part of 


The Tuskegee Airmen Experi- 
ment during World War II to 
test the ability of black peopte 
to fight as combat pilots. 

Through the eyes of the Tus- 
kegee Airmen, the special 
takes the viewer through the 
dark period of Jim Crow rela- 
tions in American history up to 
the establishment of the 99th 
Fighter Squadron and the 
332nd Fighter Group. 

Part! ends with the acknowl- 
edged fact that blacks can fly 
airplaines, as they leave for. 
combat overseas. 

Part Il, “The Enemy Within,” 
which will be broadcast on 
Sunday, Feb. 13 at noon, 


focuses on the-second_phase - 


of the experiment: Now that the 
blacks have demonstrated they 
can fly airplanes, can they also 
perform as pilots in combat? 

The Tuskegee Airmen, 

including Gen. Benjamin O. 
Davis Jr., recall this critical 
period of the experiment, 
which nearly signaled and end 
of black participation as com- 
bat pilots in the Army Air 
Force. 

While the Tuskegee Airmen 
fought the German Luftwaffe, 
they also had to fight another 
enemy: racism at home. 

The Tuskegee Airmen fly to 
victory in Part III, “Jim Crow's 
Graveyard,"' which is sche- 
duled for presentation at noon 
Sunday, Feb. 20. 

The episode highlights the 
illustrious combat recordof 
the-99th_Figher-Squadron-and 
332nd Fighter Group.

Police suspected the rapist 
kept alist of victims because he 
allegedly told the victims that 
they were a specific number. 

Det. Blake and Kaylor, the 
principal investigators, testi- 
fied that they did not overhear 
the conversation. Kaylor said 
his only contact with Jackson 
was to ask him his real name. 

Attorney Malek, a pergonal 
friend of Jackson,testifiéd in 
court that he had no concrete 
evidence that his conversation 
with Jacksofi was overheard by 
the officers. 

Bowen and Lewis suggest 
that the information about 
Jackson's car either had to be 
obtained from a physical 
search of the automobile 
before a search warrant was 

obtained, overhearing Jack- 
son's conversation with his 
attorney or “one or more of the 
investigators was clairovyant.” 

Judge G.W. Fais has given 
both parties until Feb. 4 to 
respond to the opposing briefs.
